SUPPLEMENTAL DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-47 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the prior art 
of record teaches methods and systems for loading encryption keys into automated banking 
machines, which includes a first automated banking machine for generating the keys, storing the 
keys into a portable medium, transferring the keys into a second automated banking machine, 
etc., the prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggests all the method steps, including 
generating a factory key responsive to at least one table data and to at least a fist portion of a 
random information generated by the first automated banking machine, encrypting at least on 
encryption key by the first automated banking machine responsive to the factory key, etc. The 
limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claims were not shown by, would not have 
been obvious over, nor would have fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
